I. How would you feel if you

called to testify 
before a 
congressional committee and, fac­ 
ing a battery of TV cameras, knew 
that every twitch of a face muscle 
was being watched by millions a- 
round the country? 
3. Do you think you’d have a 
right to refuse to testify before 
TV.' If you did and later were 
convicted, after a trial in federal 
court, of contempt of 
Congress, 
you could be jailed for a year. 
The answer to No. 2 will not be 
0 
known until someone some day 
flatly refuses, is convicted of con- j 
tempt, appeals 
to the 
supreme 
court, and gets a decision from 
that tribunal which always has the I 
final word. 
A person on the witness stand j 
before a congressional investigat- | 
ing committee is not on trial in I 
the strict sense although the testi- I 
mony he gives may discredit him 
or actually lead to a later trial and 
jail for some offense. 
The supreme 
cfourt itself 
has J 
rigid views about what should be I 
permitted 
inside federal 
courts 
where people are tried. It has rul- : 
cd absolutely no pictures of couri 
proceedings. That means not only 
TV but no still newspaper photos 1 
and no movies. 
It doesn’t 
necessarily 
follow 
that the court would rule that no 
pictures—or at least no TV pic­ 
tures--can be taken in a congres­ 
sional hearing if a witness doesn’t 
want to face the cameras. 
The Kefauver committee itself 
may have had some doubts nbout 
its right to force a witness before 
it to testify in full view of TV. 
The first test 
on this 
question 
came in St. Louis from Carroll. 
He was called to testify but re­ 
fused when he saw the TV lenses. 
The committee was preparing to 
ask the full Senate to cite him for | 
contempt. 
Once that 
happened. I 
he’d have to stand trial in federal ; 
court on the contempt charge. 
But meanwhile the 
committee 
moved to New York where it call- 
cd Costello. He, too, refused to Ie; 
the TV machines picture his face I 
while he was testifying. But he 
consented to letting his hands be I 
T V ’d. 
That 
satisfied the 
committee. 
Only his hands were shown. 
Carroll, 
apparently taking 
a 
leaf from Costello's book and not 
wanting to 
make a test 
which 
might land him in jail, notified 
the committee this week that he’d 
testify. He was scheduled to do 
so today. The committee agreed to 
let only his hands be T V ’d. 
Carroll’s excuse in first refusing 
was that he didn’t want to be an 
object of ridicule in the TV cam­ 
eras, meaning on the screens in 
millions of homes. He said 
this 
sort of thing outraged his sense of 
privacy. 
He may not have been on solid 
ground with that objection since I 
nothing in the constitution pre- i 
cisely covers that point or any oth- I 
e l point connected with cameras, 
since there were no cameras when 1 
the constitution was written. 
But Carroll’s attorney offered ■ 
another reason for his refusal and ; 
may have been on firmer ground. ; 
He said Carroll might be so ex­ 
cited, under the pin-point eye of 
TV, that he couldn’t testify.

its made by individuals in buying surplus 


military goods 
after the last war, 
have 


caused a lot of people to wonder why some 


of this material, which was not of the kind 
to deteriorate quickly, was not saved for 
emergency purposes by the government. 


When World War II ended not so many 
years ago, the 
government owned 
huge 
stocks of supplies which has been purchased 
by the military department for war pur­ 
poses. Those in authority must have believ­ 
ed there 
would be no more war 
because 
little thought apparently was given to con­ 
serving these stockpiles. 


Almost countless items were disposed of 
at prices far below their real cost and value. 
Here is where speculators and some politi­ 
cal favorites got into the “big” money game. 
Great stocks 
fell into the hands 
of these 
speculators. One fairly prominent political 
leader was reported to have admitted that 
he formed a company 
to buy war-surplus 
ships and that the company sold out in four 
years at a profit of $2,800,000. This man re­ 
ceived a return of $270,000 for himself on 
$20,000 he invested. 


Some time ago war-surplus jobbers be­ 
came numerous and formed an organization 
for mutual benefit. 


These jobbers arranged an exhibit of their 
wares in Kansas City, making it convenient 
for the government to learn of their stocks 
and determine what could be used in the 
preparedness program. Apparently the gov­ 
ernment has not been interested, because no 
official buyers have shown up to as much as 
take a gander in the inventories, according 
to report. 


Many of the articles in the hands of the 
jobbers were taken out brand new, many 
can be purchased for a fraction of the price 
the government is 
paying manufacturers 
for identical items. 


These supplies were purchased from the 
old War Assets Administration, 
at prices 
much less than their real value. It would 
seem that here was an opportunity for the 
government to save some real money on the 
cost of preparedness. The government may 


have valid reasons for passing up these bar­ 


gains, but they are not readily apparent to 
most taxpayers.

C.lit;chill s Doubts about Russia 


In a recent discussion in 
this 
column of Roosevelt’s idea in 1943 
of using the four powers, the 
U n led States, Russia. Great B rit­ 
ain and China, to police the world, 
an adet which culminated in the 
ill-fated security council of the 
United Nations, I expressed som e 
wonder 
as 
to 
what 
Winston 
Churchill might ha>e to say a- 
bout it, 
On October 21, 1942. Winston 
Cli urchin wrote to his foreign 
secretary, Anthony Eden, express­ 
ing grave doubt* as to the w is­ 
dom of such a 
four - power so­ 
lution 
of 
the 
problems which 
face the world. 
This 
was, 
of 
course, a year 
before the Teh­ 
eran conference, 
and anticipated 
Roosevelt's “four 
policemen" idea. 
S w k o .* * y 
They undoubt­ 
edly had talked about it. 
In this letter from Churchill 
to Eden, in gallant 
prose, he 
shows that a year before Teheran. 
he feared all that happened there. 
And that makes it so shocking 
that Churchill went along with 
Roosevelt in the ugly betrayals 
that occurred at Teheran, Per- 
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haps in subsequent volumes of his 
memoirs, Churchill will explain 
to us why he did it or how it 
happened 
He may even tell u> 
of the pressures put upon him 
by Roosevelt, who was bent on 
appeasing Russia 
whatever the 
cost to ourselves or to humanity 
It is a pity that so far as we 
know, Roosevelt left no memo­ 
randa to aid our understanding 
of his motives or designs. 
This is what Winston Churchill 
wrote: 
"I must admit that my thoughts 
rest primarily in Europe--the re­ 
vival of the glory of Europe, the 
parent continent of the modern 
nations and 
of 
m u ta tio n . It 
would be a measureless disaster 
if Russian barbarism 
overlaid 
the culture and independence of 
the ancient states of Europe. Hard 
as it B to say now, I trust that 
the European 
fam ily 
may 
act 
unitedly as one under a council 
of Europe. I look forward to a 
United States of Europe in which 
the barriers between the nations 
will be greatly minimised and 
unrestricted travel will be possi­ 
ble I hope to see the economy of 
Europe studied as a 
whole. I 
hope to see a council consisting 
of perhaps ten units, including the 
former great powers, with sev ­ 
eral confederations — Scandina­ 
vian. Danabian, Balkan, etc. -- 
which would possess an interna­ 
tional police and be charged with 
keeping 
Russia 
disarmed. 
Of 
course we shall have to work 
with the 
Americans in 
many 
ways, and in the greatest ways. 
but Europe is our prime care, and 
w e certainly do not wish to be 
shut Up with the Russians and 
the Chinese when Swedes, Nor­ 
wegians, Danes, Dutch, Belgians, 
Frenchmen, 
Spaniards, 
Poles, 
Czechs, and Turks will have their 
burning questions, their desire 
for our aid, and their very great

to making their 
voices 
heard....”

Emotional Change 


Increases Marriage 


B y O . H . P . K I N G 
TOKYO, Mar. 19—(/pi—Love is 
becoming more popular in Japan 
as a reason for getting married. 
This was disclosed recently in a 
preliminary report on a two-year 
study best described as a Japan­ 
ese Kinsey report. 
The study by the Japanese gov­ 
ernment’s welfare ministry com­ 
pares love life in the city and in 
the 
country, 
before and 
after 
World W ar II. 


The survey 
questioned 
1,500 
persons. It was directed by Nobuo 
Shonozaki of the ministry’s pop­ 
ulation problem research section. 
It will be submitted to the popula­ 
tion institute in Washington. Find­ 
ings will be disclosed at a session 
of the Japanese academy of science 
in April. 


Results of Su rvey 
Some general results made pub- j 
lie in the preliminary report: 
Marriages for love 
now com­ 
prise 31 percent of the total, com­ 
pared with 14 percent before the 
war. 


Ninety percent 
of the 
rural 
women want their mates-to-be to 
be chaste before marriage; 71 per­ 
cent of city women feel the same. 
Of the minority in the cities, IO 
percent said that what men did 
before marriage was their own 
concern, unless they 
contracted 
disease. Some said they felt pre­ 
marital experience 
would 
give 
husbands improved sex techniques 
valuable to wedlock. 
Seventy percent 
of the 
men 
questioned voted for purity in the 
women they desired as wives. A- 
bout 20 percent of the minority 
said they believed it was hopeless 
to find one without some sex ex­ 
perience.
